Intvlligcnce ol' Insects. 


MR. SETH GREEN, the Now York Slate 


Superintendent of Fisheries, is an intel- 
igent observer of every tiling pertain- 
ing to animal or vegetable life. 
Ho re- 


cently related the following curioug'in- 
cidents to a newspaper reporter: 
~ " 
" On one of these midsummer after- 


ipons when scarcely any body feels am- 
)itious enough to keep stirring," began 
Mr. Green, " I stole away out of the 
>l-M\ng August sun and crept under the 
shade of a tree, where I could lie.oa my 
back upon the grass and rest undis- 
turbed and comfortable. 
I had dozed 


off almost into tho unconsciousness of 
slumber, when, through my half-closed 
eyes, I noticed a little black ant wend- 
ing his way down the rugged bark of 
the trunk of the tree which shaded me. 
Thinking for a moment of tho proverb, 
'Go to the ant, thou sluggard, and be 
wise,1 it occurred to mo that I mi«-ht 
rest just as easily if I kept an eye upon 
the little creature before me. 
And so I 


lay there and watched him. 
He took 


his time, but kept pegging right along, 
so that there could be no such thino- as 
mistaking the fact 
that he had an 


object in view. 
When he got down 


from the tree he pointed for a spot a 
tt-.-v,- feet from the trunk, where there was 
quite a chunk of a worm worrving him- 
self in vain endeavors to get "free from 
tho lower portion of a spider's" web. 
Thinks 1 to myself, 'You're figuriiio-for 
pretty big game, my little fellow, i? it's 
the worm you're after.' lint the ant 
didn't seem to be particularly troubled 
or hindered by any such misgivings. 
When he got over to the. vicinity of Sic 
web he paid no attention to the wrig- 
gling worm, but commenced tracing out 
some of tho different strands which the 
spider had woven for his own per- 
sonal convenience in ascending from 
the web to . the overlnngiug bouo-h of 
the tree, about six feet above. 
At last 


lie hit upon the largest of those strands, 
which hul up iu a nearly perpendicular 
line. After climbing about half way up 
he turned around and came back down, 
then proceeded to fasten the rear por- 
tion of his little body to. the stronger 
part of the spider's web. This of course 
embarrassed him somewhat, as it did 
not tend to facilitate his ease of move- 
ment. But ho kept working and tug- 
ging away to reach the large stranrt up- 
on which lie had just descended. "Then 
he began climbing, 'hand-ovcr-haml,' 
just like a man, and all the time heheld 
fast to the web with his hind legs, so 
that after he had ascended about a foot 
the web, worm and all, hung suspended 
and dangled in the air. 
Tho ant kept 


on climbing, and it seemed a slow and 
very tedious task for him to accomplish, 
but with each successive pull of the fore- 
| arms he was raising web and worn into 


the tree. About midway between the 
ground and the bough the captive worm 
began to suspect what was'going, on, 
and as it was very natural iSiat he- 
should prefer taking his chances on tho 
ground to taking them at the wood- 
ant's nest in the crotch of the tree,: the 
creeping thing began shaking himself 
until he had produced quit* a teeter and 
was, with his own weight and motion 
combined, testing the strength of the 
ant, if not that of the strand upon which 
tiiey hung suspended. 
The ant clung 


tight to the strand with its fore legs 
and to the w_eb with its hind legs ; but 
tho motion finally forced him to let go 
of the latter or fall himself from tho 
former and become entangled with the 
worm. 
So he dropped his load, and 


the 
result 
was 
that 
the ' worm. 


as 
he 
struck, 
wound up in the 


soft but strong cord worse than before. 
The ant went on up the strand -to the 
bough, proceeded on the limb to the 
trunk of the tree, and again com- 
menced his descent to the ground. By 
this time I had become intensely inter- 
ested to know what he proposed to do 
with his unwieldy game. 
Ho toot pre- 


cisely the same course as before, with 
the exception that now he made no pre- 
liminary'tests of several perpendicular 
strands. 
Again attaching a portion of 


his body to the now snarled and com- 
pact web, he pulled it up with the 
strand and into his nest in the tree, 
where the worm was left to dry 
up and die, so as to become a fit sub- 
ject for the ants to dissect and feed upon. 
Now any man who likes may call this 
instinct, but I say it is as good evidenca 
of intelligent reasoning and wise con- 
elusions as any of which I know. 
The 


fact is that the smallest animal or insect, 
I don't care what it is, has some degree 
of this intelligence^not instinct.

SIGHTS IN CHINA. 


U l i u t .in .1 inericnu *uw in a Journey 


in China. 
" WOULD you like to go to tho country 


with us again1;1" asked Dr. B., as ho 
came in one November afternoon. The 
proposal was gladly accepted, and, 
packing a supply of "bedding and other 
necessary articles in two Chinese bask- 
ets, just enough for a coolie load, for 
we have no baggage wagons here, we pre- 
pared for an early start that we might 
take advantage of the morning tide. As 
we passed out through the gate t he sun 
was just lighting up with glory the top 
of old Kushan, our mountain sentinel, 
and soon down through the musts of the 
valley extended long, rosy lines of light. 
At first the streets seemed almost de- 
serted, but as wo neared the fish-market 
we found it difficult to make our way 
through the narrow street and the mass 
of human beings, crowding, scolding, 
screaming, bargaining, over the baskets 
of fish ranged on both sides. 


Before seven o'clock we stowed away 


in a little sampan, and wind and tide 
and oars all helped to hasten us on our 
way. 
Soon after noon we reached the 


village of Lampwor, where we were to 
make our headquarters. 
We found the 


people in the midst of their rice harvest, 
and more than usually busy. Instead of 
the fresh green which was just sprout- 
ing all over the Hooded lands when we 
saw them seven months ago, was now 
the ripened grain, the sheaves, in the 
distance, closely 
resembling 
wheat. 


Hero and there in the fields stood the 
native threshing-machines, very simple 
affairs—large square boxes, which a 
man could turn over his head and move 
from place to place at convenience. 
Around and above three sides of each 
box was fastened a sort of curtain to 
protect the grain from waste, and over 
the edge of the fourth a man beat vio- 
lently a sheaf of grain, letting the ker- 
nels fall into the box. 
This is slow work to be sure, but per. 


severance conquers where 
invention 


fails. Along the paths which intersect 
these fields we met men carrying, sus- 
pended from each end of a pole, a heavy 
basket of tlie threshed grain, which, af- 
ter being fanned, is poured in almost 
any level place upon large strips of 
matting, where men and women "wade 
back and forth through it, spreading it 
evenly with their feet that it may be 
dried by the sun. 
How much the Chi- 


nese depend upon their rice western na- 
tions can hardly reali/.e ; it is more to 
them than bread to us. 
In its different 


stages, it is known by four different 
names: While growing in tlie fields they 
call it icu ; after it is threshed, chioh ; 
the hull being, removed it changes to 
mi, and bolting converts it into pu:ong. 


We crossed the rice plains olie even- 


ing and climbed the rocky hill-side to 
gather ruaidenVhair ferns and breathe 
the fresh, invigorating air. On the op- 
posite side of the plain, behind the misty 
mountains, the sun was sinking in a 
cloudless sky. Close beside us a merry 
brook was tumbling over the stones, and 
very sweet and homelike was the gentle 
music of its voice, so unlike the noisy 
clamor of the crowded masses of hu- 
manity by which we are so often sur- 
rounded that silence and solitude are 
rare luxuries. Almost everywhere, as 
we went among the people, wo were 
cordially received. 
We sat with them 


in their dark, untidy houses, or on the 
broad, Hat stones outsidewhere they 
were caring for the grain, and between 
their curious questions found opportu- 
nity to weave in the grand truths of re- 
demption through His blood, who came 
to bear the burdens of the heavy-laden 
and give the weary rest. 


We entered a house one day at the in- 


vitation of its occupant. Q.uite near the 
door stood a bedstead, and between it 
and the wall she led us through a nar- 


: row passage to another room. 
In this 


pussaM-wnyUy stretched 
:>•>. his ease, a 
large black pig. 
He.secinoil annoyed at 


the unusual eotiinioUon, ami a liule in- 
clined to dispute our right to thus dis- 
turb his skimbor^, but before hr liaddo- 
oided what course to pursue,wo crowded

As wo approached a house a little

she looked 


hardly more than fifteen years of ac-e, 
but such a sad and frightened face 
made our hearts ache for her, alone 
among strangers, all unconscious nf 
what her future life might bring. 


Oh, these cruel heathen niamao-e 


customs of China! 
Betrothed of ten m 


early childhood, or paid for, a few years 
later, according to her personal beauly 
or the smallness of her feet, perhaps 
never seeing her husband till the mar- 
riage day, o'h, what anxious forebodino-s I 
must iill the mind of a Chinese, girl!

household with a rod of'iron, and tlie 
husband may, if dissatisfied with his 
wife, sell her, or if able to support two, 
force her to yield her place to a strano-- 
er.
